OPORTO (Sunday)—In consequence of 
melting snow in the mountains up the coun- 
try the Douro is now at great flood. This has 
occurred with unprecedented suddenness, 
owing to which the usual precautions were 
not taken and the result is numerous and 
heavy casualties have occurred among the 
shipping. The English steamer Sir Walter 
got adrift, came into collision with a Swed- 
ish steamer, and foundered in the river. 
The crew got off. The crew of the New- 
toundland schooner Della Rosa were 
brought off by the life saving apparatus. g 

There were many casualties among the 
Portuguese and foreign ships, and all Oporto 
seemed to flock out to watch the scene. 


Big Gun Duel at Kimberley. . 
KIMBERLEY (Friday)—In a duel yester- 
day between a Boer battery at Kamfersdam 
and the De Beers gun the enemy did not 
spare the town, throwing shells broadcast. 
One white man was killed and another in- 
jured. We shelled the Boer trenches in the 
morning and had a trying time through the 
fire of the Kamfersdam big gun, and in the 
general bombardment which followed a 
large boot store was burned, but by the exer- 
tions of the soldiers the fire was prevented 


from spreading. The-conduct of the popula- + 


tion is excellent. 


Skirmishing Near Rensburg. 

RENSBURG (Sunday) — Yesterday the 
Boers drove in the picket at Hobkirk’s Farm 
and at Bastard’s Nek, about fourteen miles 
northwest of Rensburg. The enemy still 
hold the farm and the Nek, but the kopie 
overlooking the farm was retaken by the 
Australian mounted infantry and a squadron 
of Inniskilling Dragoons. Our loss is two 
Australians and one Inniskilling Dragoon 


Today the Fourth Field Battery, supported 
by the Australians, and Inniskillings, and 
one company of the Wiltshire regiment, en- 
gaged the enemy for two hours with prob- 
ably some effect. Our loss was nothing.

Mills Answers Lincoln Toast. 

Luther Laflin Mills of Chicago spoke to 
the toast Abraham Lincoln,“ saying:

It is no or- 
dinary holiday, but a solemn, earnest time 
for thought, and hope, and promise. To this 
day we come as to an ancient shrine; to this 
great man as to a Moses of his people.

notice that this country is no longer bound 
by it, as far as concerns the constryction 
of the isthmian canal. | 
There could not be a better time than 
the present to renounce that treaty if any 
part of it is still left unrenounced. It is 
nonsense to contend that the United States 
either in honor. or in equity can be bound 
forever by a treaty made under peculiar 
circumstances fifty years ago. The 
proposition that it is so sacred that it can- 
not be set aside except in the event af the 
dissolution of the government itself is too 
absurd to be maintained. Great Britain 
has terminated many treaties ruthlessly, 
-without notice, by acts, not by diplomatic 
notes; and all other treaties from the be- 
ginning of the world until now have fallen 
into disuse sooner or later. a 
Russia has broken treaties in 
Great Britain was interested and the lat- 
ter has submitted, The treaty of Paris, 
made at the close of the Crimean war, 
provided for the neutralization of the Black 
Sea, Russia was to have no mar 
arsenals on its shores and have only a 
shadow of a navy there.

Great Britain has a base nearer still than 
Jamaica, in British Honduras. From “ the 
standpoint of our sea power” a neutralized 
canal would be valueless. The proposition 
that the United States shall build and main- 
tain such a canal for the benefit of British 
commerce and give that power peculiar ad- 
vantages in the event of war, and renounce 
for ourselves the right to oceupy Lake Nica- 
ragua, an inland harbor of inestimable 
value, where warships may be held in re- 
serve to strike on either hand, is one that 
never should have been laid before the 
American Senate.

ATTEND TO HAWAII 
The Hawaiian Islands were annexed in 
July, 1898. Soon afterwards a commis- 
sion was sent there to study the situa- 
‘tion and prepare a frame of government. 
It did so and reported to Congress a year 
ago last December. Congress has done 
nothing, however, and practically the is- 
lands have been allowed to govern them- 
selyes. They have managed to get along 
pretty well, but many doubtful questions 
have arisen touching admiralty and mari- 
time jurisdiction, criminal procedure, the 
granting of franchises, and the disposal 
of public lands. The uncertainty regard- 
ing some of these matters has checked 
the development. of the business interests 
of the islands. Last of all, the measures 
adopted for the suppression of the bubonic 
_plague in Honolulu call for the expenditure 
of more money than that city can raise. 
There should be a Territorial Legislature 
to make an appropriation to meet these ex- 
penditures, 
The House Committee 
at last drafted and submitted a bill for 
the creation of a territorial form of gov- 
ermment in Hawaii. The chairman says 
there is imperative need of its early en- 
actment. There is no room for doubt on 
that point. Congress has been singularly 
The pill 
framed by the committee differs in some 
respects from the one drafted by the com- 
mission of which Senator Cullom was a 
member. For instance, it strikes out some 
property qualifications required of voters 
in certain cases. Some of the changes 
made will provoke discussion, but the House 
ought to be able to pass a Hawaiian bill 
without much delay and send it to the 
Senate. 2 
Day after tomorrow a vote will be taken 
in that body on the monetary bill, the 
speeches against which by free silver Sena- 
tors. have consumed so much time. Mr. 
Quay’s friends are anxious that his case 
shall be taken up when the monetary bill 
is out of the way. But it is of more im- 
portance that a government should be pro- 
vided for Hawaii than that Mr. Quay should 
be given a seat which does not belong to 
him. His case, when taken up, will not 
be decided in a day. Many long, elaborate 
arguments will be made on both sides, and 
they will take up a great deal of time. 
The Senate should dispose of the Hawaiian 
question, the Potto Rican question, and 
several other urgent subjects before it 
pays any attention to Mr. Quay.

The arrival of Lord Roberts at General 
Methuen's camp on the Modder River to 
take command of all the forces there is 
supposed to imply a massing of British 
troops for the relief of Kimberley rather 
than for an invasion of the Orange Free 
State in the direction of Bloemfontein. At 
the same time General Joubert is said to 
be swinging a column of his Boers around 
to the east of General Buller, preparatory 
to outflanking him on the lower Tugela 
and making an aggressive invasion of 
Natal south of the Tugela. It will be well 
not to attach too much importance to either 
t these items of news. It is hard to be- 

ve that the Boers will weaken their ad- 
vantageous position north of the Tugela 
to incur the disadvantages of an aggres- 
sive movement far from their base of sup- 
plies. Neither is it likely that the whole 
of the British plan is divulged with the 
arrival of the Commander-in-Chief at the 
Modder River. | | 
The mystery of Buller’s last perfunctory 
advance and retreat is scarcely explained - 
by his dispatch to Lord Roberts, stating 
that Vaal Krantz could not be held se- 
curely. He would not be likely to take 
the matter so philosophically if he were 
not looking for aid of some sort. There 
is still no proof that the movement was 
not partly in the nature of a feint. The 
cause for it may yet materialize in news 
of a secret movement and a sudden attack 
at some unexpected point. Great Britain 
now has nearly 200,000 men in south Africa. 
The armies whose location is known will 
not agcount for any such number.

The London Daily News has compiled a 
list of the hundred best books for children 
as selected by its readers. The list shows 
a wide range, but it is significant that ten 
of the books were favored by at least three- 


-{ fourths of its readers, and these may thus 


be taken as the ten best books for children. 
The books in the order of their popularity 
are Robinson Crusoe,” “ Andersen’s Fairy 
Tales,” “Alice in Wonderland,” “Tom 
Brown's Schooldays,“ “ Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” Grimm's Fairy Tales,” Little 
Women,” “ Arabian Nights.” “ Little Lord 
Fauntleroy,” and “Alice Through the 
Looking Glass.” 
The list covers a wide range. Five are by 
English authors, two by Americans, and one 
each Danish, German, and Arabic. From 
Defoe’s masterpiece to Mrs. Burnett's pret- 
ty story covers a period of nearly 200 years. 
The fondness of children for imaginative 


works is revealed by the fact all but three of 


the ten are improbable, and of those seven 
only “ Robinson Crusoe ” is told as if it all 
happened. The giants and their battles 
form the attraction in “ Pilgrim’s Prog- 
Tess.” There are no girls in Robinson 
Crusoe” or “Tom Brown’s Schooldays,” 
no boys in the two Alice“ books, and 
Little Women deals chiefly with girls, 
but these books are popular alike with both 
sexes, which proves that boys will read a 
good girl’s book and vice versa.

Emperor William's attitude in connection 
with the south African war has been sub- 
jected to a good deal of misconstruction. 
course, as a military man, he cannot re- 
frain from entertaining a certain amount of 
admiration for themagnificent strategy and 
the altogether undreamed of military re- 
sources which the Boers have displayed in 
_ defending the independence of their country. 
But no one can blame hint for this, since 


every sensible Englishman, and especialy 
the British soldiers now in the field, profess 
the same sentiments, and have come to look 
upon the Boer as a foe to be respected, — 
But that does not in any way mean that the 
Emperor shares the views expressed with 
such violence in the German press to the ef- 
. fect that all Germany hopes and prays for 
the victory of the Transvaal. On the con- 
trary, the Kaiser has never made any con- 
céalment of the fact that his sympathies in 
the war are with England rather than with 
the Transvaal, and, on receiving the other 
day the Presidents of the two Houses of the 
Prussian Legislature in audience, he took 
occasion to complain bitterly of the anti- 
English tone of the German press, declaring 
that it was not only personally distasteful | 
to him in the extreme, but that it likewise 
hampered his policy, since it rendered fric- 
tion with England inevitable. He wound up 
with the remark: | 
It is we, the crown and government, who 
have to pay for the windows which our news- 
papers are breaking with mud and stones.“ 


Nor is there any truth in the story, ac- 
cording to which an immense number of 
German army officers and non-commissioned 
officers are fighting in the Boer ranks. In 
fact, there is not a single German holding a 


German army, or its reserve’ who is now 
fighting in south Africa. True, there may 
be a few cashiered officers of the German 
army-—that is: men who have been turned 
out of the latter. But surely they cannot be 
looked upon as being any longer 
officers. | 
The Boer Colonel, Schiel, was never a 
German officer. Nor was Colonel Albrecht. 
They had merely served their terms in the 
army, like every German who is not either a 
criminal or a cripple. ' 
Of course there are a large number of Ger- 
mane fighting in the Boer ranks. But they 
are Germans who have made their homes in 
the Transvaal for many years; and a still 
larger number of Germans who have made 
their homes in Natal and in Cape Colony are 
fighting under the British flag, the body of 
volunteers known as the Unvoti Mounted 
Rifles, who have done some brilliant service, 
being almost exciusively of Ger- 
man settlers. 


_The death in Mexico of the widow of 
Marshal Bagaine, who surrendered the 
fortress and army of Metz to Germany in 
the war of 1870, serves to recall to mind the 
mysterious tragedy in connection with the 
death of the first Mme. Bazaine. The latter 
was one of the most fascinating of the bevy 
of beautiful women who constituted the 
entourage of Empress Eugénie. When her 
husband was placed in command of the 
French forces in Mexico, and was intrusted 
with the hopeless task of maintaining the ill- 
fated Emperor Maximilian upon his totter- 
ing throne, she remained behind at Paris, 
and took advantage of her spouse’s absence 
in a most flagrant manner. 
One morning in the summer of 1864 her 
dead body was discovered in a deserted villa 
at Croissy, one of the suburbs of Paris. The 
head was almost severed from the trunk by 
a gash across the throat. : 
Investigation revealed circumstances in 
connection with the murder that led the 
government tom every effort in its power 
to keep the affair from becoming public, and 
her sudden demise was ascribed to suicide. | 
But the news soon leaked out. | 
Both on publie and personal grounds Na- 
poleon was determined that at all costs the 
news should be gently broken to the Gen- 
eral, Accordingly he dispatched his aid-de- 
camp, the Marquis de Gallifet (now Minister 
of War at Paris), to Mexico, intrusting him 
with a long autograph letter, and with the 
task of communicating to the General the 
death of Mme. Bazaine. At the same time 
the E r adopted the extraordinary 
m of laying an embargo on all ships 
about to depart for Mexi#o, and prevented 
tch of any ordinary letter or news- 
mall by the steamer which bore his 
to Bazaine. 
Unfortunately the vessel was greatly de- 
layed by bad weather, and it was not until 
a week after the day on which he should 
have arrived that Gallifet reached the 
French headquarters in person, and executed 
his mission. The General appeared almost 
heart-broken, and utterly crushed by the 
news of his wife’s death. But a few hours 
later he happened to light upon a Paris pa- 
per, which had found its way to Mexico 
via the United States, and the first thing that 
met his eye was the heading of an article en- 
titled, “Assassinet de La Generale Bazaine.”’ 
No detail was spared in the account given of 
her murder, and of all the unsavory at- 
tendant circumstances. 3 
Baza ine never uttered a word. But his or- 
dinarily high- colored face became ghastly 
pale, and he withdrew to his tent, taking the 
newspaper with him, For three days he 
remained invisible to all, refusing either to 
drink or to eat. Then he issued forth again 
among his troops, and went about his busi- 
ness as if nothing had happened, never by a 
single word or act referring to his murdered 
wife. It was as if she had never existed.
